LESSON FOR JULY 18

S0LOMON CHOOSES WISDOM.

LEBBON TEXT-I Kings 3:4-15. .
GCOLDEN TEXT—The fear of Jehovah
II: t\)rw beginning of wisdom. Prov. 9:10

Last week we had tlie story of &
young man whose childhood was un-
restrajned and ungoverned, who
proved to be a gad fallure, unable to
govern the kingdom he so much de-
sired. Teoday, by contrast, we atudy
the life of a younger brother, who,
under better influences, chose the way
that leads to true success, Emphasize
*hercfore the fact that this Sunday is
“Deeislon Day.”

1. Solomon's Part (vv. 39) (1)
Preparation (v, 3). Solomon was look-
ing out of the open gateway of life.
Still the text suggests that there was
preparation for his hearlng of God's
wonderful promise, “Ask what T shall
glve thee.” (a) He “loved the Lord"”
(v. 3). It was & wonderful kingdom
David had bequeathed to his son,
enougk to entice any young men, yet
it was in the “statutes of David” and
in the worshlp of Jehovah that Solo-
mon hed his chlef delight. (b) He
“went to Gibeon" (v, 4) because there
at tho tabernacle (the temple was
not yet buiit) Jehovah particularly
manifested himself to the people (I
Chron. 21:29; Ex. 29:42, 43 R. V.).

(2) Pregentation (v. 4). He offeroed
“burnt offerings,” & thousand, when
legally one would have sufficed. The
tabernacle was a type of Christ (John
1:14 R. V. and John 14:6) and each
of the one thoueand sacrifices also
pointed forward to the Christ. The
Chiistian has a better ground where-
on to approach God (Heb. 10:1-22)
than that of countiess -sacrifices of
rams and bulls.

QGod's kindness, his faith-
fulness and “bounty” (marg) to
David had been acgording to the man-
ner of his walking in “uprightness of
heart”; and to crown that kindness,
he, Solomon, is “the son to sit on his
throne.” This acknowledgment in-
volved a definite obligation or
service for which Solomon {felt
his unworthiness, ;

(G) Petition (vv 8, 8). Seelng the
greatness of the responsibility now
resting (v. 8) upon him Solomon's
plea I8 for wisdom. Already he had
shown that he had in him the root of
true wisdom (Prov. 1:7 and Colden
Text). Solomon seemed to reallze his
responsibility, first to God and then
to the people, for he sald, “Who is

asked for a “hearing heart" (see R.
V. marg). Buch a request was of
more value than great riches (Prov.
